DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The appellant has filed Appeal Brief on 23 Mars 2004, which was carefully 
considered in an Appeal Conference. The conferees found appellants, arguments 
(Pages 3-14 of Appeal Brief) to be persuasive. It was concluded in the conference that 
the finality of the last Office Action is now withdrawn. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement filed on 9/22/03 (Paper No. 23), 1 1/03/03 
(Paper No. 24), and 3/19/04 complies with the provisions of MPEP 609. They have 
been placed in the application file, and the information referred to therein has been 
considered as to the merits. However, the information disclosure statement filed 
12/10/03 (Paper No. 25) and 2/12/04 (Paper No. 31) fail to comply with MPEP 609 (d).

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. Claims 1-23 are allowed over the prior. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With respect to claims 1 and 18, the claimed features "transmitting the 

accounting records to first and second flow aggregation processes, with transmitting 
further comprising for each flow aggregation process: awaiting an acknowledgment 
signal from the flow aggregation process that the flow aggregation process received the 
accounting records before discarding the accounting records sent to the flow 
aggregation process" in combination with other element of the independent claims 
would not found anticipated or obvious over the prior art made of record. With respect 
to claim 2, the claimed features "a first flow aggregation process, connected to the 
plurality of data collectors, wherein the data collectors send the collected data to the first 
flow aggregation process; and a second flow aggregation process, connected to the 
data collectors, wherein the data collectors send the collected data to the second flow 
aggregation process, and dispose of the collected data only after receiving and 
acknowledgement that the data has been received, with the second flow aggregation 
process processing the data to generate aggregated records" in combination with other 
element of the independent claims would not found anticipated or obvious over the prior 
art made of record. 

The dependent claims, being definite, further limiting, and fully enabled by the 
specification are also allowed. 
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6. The closest prior art, Iddon et al. U.S. Patent No. 5,634,009 relates to collecting 
network data with a scalable data engine. Bruins et al. U.S. Patent No. 6,308,148 
relates to responsive to message flow patterns but fail to teach the above limitations.
